her talking). The prevalence of lisp- 
ing among stars who have been signed 
to long time contracts places another 
burden on the shoulders of producers.

by Eastty Persuapep (Live- 

Perry right $2) by Elizabeth 
Githens Deane is an amusing book 

about a young lady of 
easy virtue, otherwise difficult to 
classify. Faintly satirical, and written 
with the trace of a smirk, it neither 
pities, excuses nor condemns the sex- 
ual adventures of its heroine, little 
Doris Stevenson. 

Through it all, that young lady re- 
mained a mental virgin. She may 
have allowed a few gentlemen to ad- 
mire her charms, as she so delicately 
puts it, but her mind, what there was 
of it, remained her own, untouched 
save by vague longings for a life that 
was “all beauty and romance like a 
Strauss waltz.”

Dark Star (Bobbs-Merrill $2.50) by 
Lorna Moon, is apparently a first novel, 
but first or last, it is a beautiful and 
unusual book. 

“There’re some that are born under 
light stars, and for them the road is 
fair and lightsome ... Their very 
sins turn into glories upon their heads 
. . « But woe betide the bairn that’s 
born under a dark star, for she is for- 
ever taking the wrong turn in the road. 
Her simplest move takes on an evil 
look and is held against her for a 
Best: 
Nancy Pringle was born under a 
dark star. But it was not the uncer- 
tainty of that birth which made her 
the object of such prying regard by 
the villagers—they were not unused to 
irregularities of that sort.
